INDIANS BURNED. 


Twenty-Three Bodies Found by 


a Courier. 


The Bodies are Scattered Over Ten 


Miles ot Territory ana are 


Food for B(i7zardH. 


. Minn., Sept. 7 —The bod- 


ies of twenty-three Chippewa Indians, 
bucks, squaws and pappooses, He upon 
the baked sands between here and Op- 
stead, a small settlement on the eastern 
shores of Lac Mille Lacs. They are 
scattered over ten miles of country, and 
will in all probability prove food for 
buz/ards and wolves, as the country 
where they died is too far from civilua 
tion for burial ceremonies. Such is the 
story brought by a courier, who for 
three days and nights has been forcing 
his way through the tangled skein of 
charred logs, trunks and roots. He 
passed through the Mille Lacs reserva- 
tion and encountered many small fires, 
which are destroying what the firey cy- 
clone of Saturday left. 


The Indians left their reservation 


two months ago and built a hunting 
lodge one mile along the forks of Shad- 
ridge creek. Chief Waucouta was the 
"Big Chief" of the party and he 
perished with his followers 
The first 


body found by the courier was that of 
an infant barely a year old. Then 
came tho^e of two squaws and five 
children 
They had evidently turned 


west when the flames swept through 
the forest 
A ride of a mile brought 


him to a pile of ashes, which marked 
the site of the hunting camp 
There 


was one tepee, the shrivelled raw hide 
thongs marking the place where it 
stood. Around it were the ruing of a 
half dozen birchwood bark shanties and 
protruding from the ashes were the 
fused barrels of rifles and shotguns. 
Then for five miles the pathway was 
lined with charred bodies

ence to the wishes of the people. In 
pite of all the misrepresentation of his 
attitude, the president was right in 
bis, and sober public opinion has fully 
uetified him.

It was left for a native of Servia, of 


all ont of the way, half barbaric coun- 
ties, to give to mankind a gem'ns who 
honld mate, next to Edison, the great- 
>st advances of the nineteenth century 
n the adaptation of electricity to the 
,oeds of nwn. Hikola Tesla,-the Ser- 
vian-American who devised the rapidly 
alternating current, is as much of a wiz- 
ird as Edison. By the alternating cur- 
eut is meant, as Tesla expresses it, one 
hat' 'jerks back and forth an inconceiv- 
able number of times to the second."

RAILWAY GOSSIP. 


Some of the Bappeuings OB and 


About the Railroads. 


The Railroad Gazette has been al- 


owed to peruse the applications for 
lasses received by a railroad company 
not named. Here are a few specimens, 
;he Mr. X referred to being the super- 
ntendent of the road in question: 


A legal officer of the railroad saya 


•hat when he was arranging for a cer- 
;ain case to come before a certain judge 
of the circuit court, the judge asked if 
IB would not get a pass, which he (the 
udge) held, changed to include his 
wife. The lawyer says, "I could not do 
osa than say I would make the request, 
aa we, have another case to be brought 
jefore him next Wennesday." So the 


ga'a pass was sent to Mr. X. "with- 


out expressing my opinion of the man," 
We regret that that judge never had a 
chance to know what the lawyer and 
Mr. X. thought of him The judges are 
iflrlmpa not the worst offenders, but 
t seems to us particularly odious that 
they should ask for passes. One who 
las lost his annual writes for atrip pass 
Two others, district judges,' ask the 
local agent to procure trip passes for 
them. Another one, a circuit judge 
asks the deputy United States marshal 
;o do this business for him. 


Of course, public officers of high and 


low degree appear unceasingly in this 
batch of letters. 
Governors of states 


and mayors of cities, councilman and 
aldermen, county clerks and sheriffs 
appear in melancholy monotony. 
It 


would take too much room and be too 
iresome to brief the letters for mem- 
bers of the houses of representatives 
and senators of the states, but these 
gentlemen ask with serene confidence 
'or passes for themselves, their wives, 
their children and 
sometimes for 


strangers within their gates. One let 
;er is from a prosecuting attorney in a 
western state. He says that he had 
asked for a case a couple of months be- 
fore and had received a printed blank 
saying "that in accordance with the 
policy of the company it could not be 
granted," or something like that. Con- 
cerning this, he says: "No doubt you 
are greatly troubled for passes, but to 
send me a letter like that, with addi- 
tional words that you would like my 
co-operation in carrying out this much, 
needed reform, and refusing to grant the 
pass, is rather presumptuous, for I have 
daily to grant favors of the law of a 
great state for your railroad. 
Your 


men are all liable to state prosecutions 
for running trains on Sundays, also for 
letting trains stop across public streets 
in towns and cities, and in other ways. 
You give passes to judges whoso salar- 
ies are much larger than mine, and my 
pay depends on the number of success- 
ful prosecutions that I procure, as it 
consists mostly in fees," and more to 
the same effect. This impudent letter 
is indorsed "declined," we are glad to 
see. We fear that few railroad superin- 
tendents would have had enough back- 
bone to refuse the request ot the 
roguish prosecuting attorney.

deputy attorney general of a western 
stats, who in going to get married, 
would like a pass for himself and wife, 
and adds that he will feel under many 
obligations.

CHIOIGO, Sept. 7.—The examination 


of the railway strike of the American 
Railway union officials was resumed to. 
day. Switchman Krieger, of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, testified 
that Con McAuliffe, head of the Mil- 
waukee American Railway union, had 
come to him with a request from Debs 
that all th» Milwaukee railway men 
strike. "McAuliffe said that Debs was 
sure we would win," the witness said, 
"and urged us to go out. 1 replied that 
if we could be assured that our places 
would be secure in case the strike 
should be lost, that the men would 


rike. Not many of them went out, 


however." 


A fireman on the St. Paul road testi- 


fied that he had left his place because 
of intimidation. An engineer on the 
eutae line said he was told that if he 
did not leave his engine he would 
never get to Chicago alive. 


William I. Henry, of Kankakee, a 


switchman in the employ of the Illi- 
nois, Indiana and Iowa road, was the 
next witness, and one of the most im- 
portant offered by the government, be- 
cause he had personally received a tele- 
gram ordering him to call out the men, 
Mr. Irwin objected to the testimony 
because it concerned a road not in- 
cluded in the injunction,

The Roiirnl of the Old Greek DrnuiEt 


in nn Ancient Amphitheater In France. 
The revival of the old Greek drama, 


in an ancient amphitheater in the 
town of Orang-e, in France, is one of 
the 
most interesting experiments 


even made by tho enterprising com- 
pany of the Comedie Francaise. 


All who saw the $1Oedipus-King," as 


it was played by Mounet-Sally, dur- 
ing his recent visit to this country, 
know what a noble k and splendid 
work it is, and can jnd$e of the effect 
which it would produce played under 
the ancient velarium or canvas roof 
stretched above an antique stage, be- 
fore an audience of 13,uOO or 11, 000 
persons, seated on the ^stone benches 
in a great amphitheater. 


Tho experiment is a costly one, and 


its discussions have been stormy in 
the company of the famous French 
theater. 
To take a theatrical com- 


pany numbering fifty or sixty people 
hundreds of miles from Paris to re- 
hearse it two or thiee days in tho 
open air, and then to ask it to strain 
its voice and risk its complexions 
playing the old Greek and Roman 
fashion, was demanding a great deal. 


It is curious that nearly all tho 


actors who have roles in tho tragedy 
object to the 
experiment on 
the 


ground that it might permanently in- 
jure their voices, the effort necessary 
to muko itself heard by such a vast 
audience in the open air frightened 
them iu advance. 


M. Monnet-Hully positively declined 


to appear in other pieces at the 
Francaise immediately on his return 
from Orange, as he said ho could not 
got his voica back into the narrow 
limits desirable for a small theater on 
such short notice. 


Evidently actors are kittle-kattle, 


as the Scotchman said, and can not
